Then why keep inferior 
stock? 


J3v cutting, tho feed can all bo mixed well 


together, mado more palatable, and is moro 
easily nnd thoroughly digested, and tho 
stock will eat it up clean, avoiding unneces- 
sary waste. 


IT has been remarked that tho farmers 


who best succeed m this country aro those 
who devote their chief attention to some one 
product which is favored by their special 
soil and climate. 


luyou sow yourgarden seed during milu, 


genial weather snd ia well prepared soil, 
not too deep, keeping the surfaco moist by 
sprinkling it over as often as necessary and 
sheltering it iu the event of frost or from 
scorching sun, very few seeds will fail to 
germinate. 


THE more important tho feeding of stock 


upon the farm becomes, tho greater the ne- 
cessity of saving feed. Cutting feed is ono 
way of economizing, as well as ir.crcasmgin 
value, by combining one and another sort, 
so the whole shall constitute as near a per- 
fect food as possible. 


DOX'T break, but train, tho colt. Begin tho 


lessons with the halter early, ancUetthc ed- 
ucation continue until you have a perfectly 
trained horse. Do not wean tho colt too 
soon. Feed tho dam and colt freely butvrith 
caro. Corn should bo used sparingly, as it 
is fat-producing. Tho colt wiU early learn 
to cat oats with the dam. 


Iff sprouts appear on now set trees you 


can now easily pinch, them oft with your 
thumb and finger, and throw tho growth 
whero it is wanted. But do not cut off all 
tho growth. If you dwarf the top of young 
now sot tree thatis making a rapid growth, 
you aro dwarfing the roots. If you allow 
too much top on a feeble tree you will kill 
tho tree. 


As COItx can not properly bo given in, very 


largo proportion in tho milk ration, it would 
be profitable to .exchange n ton of corn for 
n ton of roller bran. If corn is to bo fed to 
sheep, separately from the fodder, as sheep 
masticate moro perfectly than cattle, it 
would bo better to food shelled corn with 
bran; But for horses and cattle, com should 
bo ground and mixod with the coarso fod- 
der. 


COKS fodder can bo considerably in- 


creased in value by being cut and mixed 
with other materials, and the stock thus bo 
able to Jerivo a much larger benefit than 
if fed whole. The size of the cutter should 
be determined by tho number of stock kept. 
If it can bo arranged so that a supply can 
bo cut ahead, especially during a busy 
season, it will interfero less with the more 
pressing farm work. 


TUE quantity of air breathed by cattle, 


although varying much with- their fizo, is 
probablj' ;ibout five times as great as that 
breathed by adult persons, who breathe a 
cubic foot in about three and a half minutes. 
An adult person breathes • about 400 cubic 
feet in 24 hours., But for healthy respira- 
tion ho should havo from 35 to 50 times as 
much air. So with cattle, one of which 
breathes about 2,000 cubic .feet in 24 hours, 
which should bo increased ir.any times for 
continued pure, healthy air in tho stable, 
aiLaoag'h cattle aro less affected by impur- 
ity than man.
